Andif any 
Perſon ſhall be found Del1nquent here1a, he 
ſhall for every ſuch defaulc Forte, & Pay 
Foe Shillings, One Shilling thereof to the 
Party 12forming and the other Four , tothe 
uſe ofthe Poor of that Pariſh , preſcatly 
to bediſtributedin Bread acthediſcretion of
